SIR  Hans  Sloane,  of  the  parifh  of 
St.  George*  in  Bloomfbury,  in  the 


m  county  of  Middlefex,  dodtor  in  phyfic 
and  baronet,  being  in  health  of  body 
and  mind  {  thanks  be  to  God  )  but 
having  before  me  more  than  mod;  men  the 
great  incertainty  of  life;  and  having  by  the 
bledlng  of  God  acquired  a  confiderable  real 
and  perfonal  eftate,  requiring  fome  law  in  the 
difpofition  of  them;  do  make  this  my  laft 
Will  and  Teftament :  In  the  firft  place,  I  do 
very  willingly  refign  my  foul  unto  my  Al¬ 
mighty,  merciful  and  wife  Creator,  when 
ever  it  {hall  pleale  him  to  remove  me  out  of 
this  troublefome  life ;  not  doubting  the  for- 
givenefs  of  what  failings  and  tranfgreffions, 
either  of  omiilion  or  commiffion,  through 
pailions,  inadvertencies,  or  other  ways  I  may 
i  have  been  guilty  of,  and  thereby  of¬ 
fended  God  or  man,  firmly  hoping  for  a 
better  life  hereafter,  having  bethought  of  God

in 
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in  this  dark  and  ignorant  ftate,  to  direCt  my 
belief  and  actions  according  to  his  will ;  and 
endeavoured  to  inform  my  confcience  (as 
much  as  my  necelfary  affairs  and  civil  duties 
would  give  me  leave)  and  to  conform  my 
adtions  to  it,  and  in  doubtful  cafes  driving  to 
make  this  my  rule,  to  do  to  others,  as  I 
thought  I  fhould  defire  to  be  done  to  me  in 
the  like  circumftances.  I  will,  that  my  body 
fhall  be  buried  in  a  decent  manner,  in  the 
church-yard  atChelfea,  about  noon,  or  at  a 
convenient  time  of  the  day :  And  I  will-, 
that  there  be  invited  to  my  funeral  all  fuch 
perfons  as  I  fhall  leave  in  a  lift  by  me  figned, 
or  if  no  fuch  lift  be  left,  then  fuch  perfons 
as  my  executors  fhall  know  to  have  been  my 
moft  intimate  friends  and  acquaintance;  and 
that  they  fhall  have  rings  of  twenty  Shillings 
value,  given  to  each  of  them. 

Whereas  from  my  youth  I  have  been  a 
great  obierver  and  admirer  of  the  wonderful 
power,  wfifdom  and  contrivance  of  the  Al¬ 
mighty  God,  appearing  in  the  works  of  his 
Creation;  and  have  gathered  together  many 
things  in  my  own  travels  or  voyages,  or  had 
them  from  others,  efpecially  my  ever  ho¬ 
noured,  late  friend  William  Courten,  Efq; 
who  fpent  the  greateft  part  of  his  life  and 
eftate  in  collecting  fuch  things,  in  and  from 
moft  parts  of  the  earth,  which  he  left  me 
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at  his  death,  fubjeCt  to  feveral  debts  and  le¬ 
gacies,  which  have  been  long  fince  fatisfied 
and  paid,  and  his  collections  kept  intire : 
And  .whereas  I  have  made  great  additions  of 
late  years  as  well  to  my  books,  both  printed  as 
manufcript,  and  to  my  collections  of  natural 
and  artificial  curiofities,  precious ftones,  books 
of  dryed  famples  of  plants,  miniatures,  draw¬ 
ings,  prints,  medals,  and  the  like,  with  fome 
paintings  concerning  them,  now  placed  in 
my  houfe  and  gardens,  amounting  in  the 
whole  to  a  very  great  fum  of  money,  reck¬ 
oning  them  at  the  firft  cofts  to  at  leaft  fifty 
thoufand  pounds.  Now  defiring  very  much 
that  thefe  things  tending  many  ways  to  the 
manifeftation  of  the  glory  of  God,  the  con¬ 
futation  of  atheifm  and  its  confequences,  the 
ufe  and  improvement  of  phyfic,  and  other 
arts  and  fciences,  and  benefit  of  mankind, 
may  remain  together  and  not  be  feparated, 
and  that  chiefly  in  and  about  the  city  of 
London,  where  I  have  acquired  moft  of  my 
eftates,  and  where  they  may  by  the  great 
confluence  of  people  be  of  moft  ufe.  Now 
I  do  give  and  devife  the  fame  unto  Charles 
Lord  Cadogan  my  nephew,  William  Sloane, 
Efq;  and  the  reverend  doCtor  Sloane  Elf- 
mere,  reCtor  of  Chelfea,  whom  I  make  ex-^ 
ccutors  of  this  mylaftWill  and  Teftament: 
Neverthelefs,  fuch  my  bequeft  and  gift  to 
tfiem  is  upon  this  fpecial  truft  and  confidence, 

B  2  ,  that 
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that  they  fhall  as  foon  as  may  be  after  my 
deceafe,  fell,  and  difpofe  of  the  fame  to  be 
fettled  for  the  public  ufes  aforefaid,  at  the 
rate  of  twenty  thoufand  pounds  of  lawful 
money  of  Great-Britain :  And  my  will  and 
delire  is,  that  his  grace  the  duke  *  Rich¬ 
mond,  the  lord  Cadogan,  Sir  Robert  Wal¬ 
pole,  Sir  Paul  Methuen,  Mr.Edgcombe,  or 
any  other  proper  perfons  I  have  the  honour 
to  be  known  to,  who  underftand  matters  of 
this  nature,  may  have  accefs  to  his  mod:  ex¬ 
cellent  majefty  King  George  II.  and  are 
willing  to  promote  fo  public  a  good,  may  be 
humbly  defired  to  olferthem  to  his  majefty, 
at  the  rate  abovementioned,  for  the  purpofes 
aforefaid :  But  if  his  majefty  fhall  not  think 
fit  to  accept  of  the  fame  within  fix  months  after 
fuch  overture  made,  then  my  will  is,  that 
they  be  offered  at  the  fame  price  to  the  pre- 
fident,  council,  and  fellows  of  the  Royal  So¬ 
ciety  of  London  for  improving  natural  know¬ 
ledge,  and  upon  their  refufal  to  the  chan¬ 
cellor  and  fcholars  of  the  Univerfity  of  Ox¬ 
ford,  and  upon  their  refufal,  then  fuccef- 
lively  to  be  offered  to  the  College  of  Phyfi- 
cians  at  Edinburgh,  the  Royal  Academy  of 
Sciences  at  Paris,  that  at  Peterffaurgh,  Berlin 
and  Madrid,  who  have  done  me  the  honour 
to  make  me  one  of  their  members :  and  my 

?  So  in  the  Original.- 
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Will  is,  that  every  one  of  them  fhall  have 
one  month’s  time,  to  be  accounted  from  the 
time  of  the  refpe&ive  offer  made  to  them, 
which  offer  or  intention  of  xnine  may  be 
fignified  to  all,  or  any  of  them,  for  the  ac¬ 
ceptance  of  fuch  offer  foon  after  my  death  ; 
and  in  cafe  none  of  the  perfons  or  public 
bodies  aforefaid  fhall  think  fit  to  buy  them 
at  the  price  of  twenty  thoufand  pounds,  then 
my  Will  is,  that  my  faid  executors  do  fell  or 
difpofe  of  them  either  intirely  to  any  perfon 
or  body  of  men,  or  in  parcels  by  auCtion, 
printed  catalogues  of  them  being  timely  dif- 
perfed  ;  and  that  in  felling  or  difpofing  of 
them,  and  their  catalogues  or  obfervations 
upon  them,  they  take  the  advice  of  fuch 
perfons  as  are  fldlled  in  natural  knowledge, 
medals,  &c.  allowing  him  or  them  what  my 
executors  and  they  think  reafonable  for  their 
care  and  trouble  in  perufing  and  correcting 
my  catalogues,  which  have  been  taken  ge¬ 
nerally  in  great  hafte.  I  Will  that  the  Mo¬ 
ney  arifing  by  fuch  Sale,  be  difpofed  of 
by  my  executors  as  hereafter  is  appointed 
and  directed.  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my 
dear  lifter,  Alice  Elfmere,  fifty  pounds,  and 
to  her  fon,  Sloane  Elfmere,  fifty  pounds. 
Item,  I  give  unto  each  of  her  two  daughters 
two  hundred  pounds,  to  be  paid  them  one 
year  after  my  deceafe.  Item,  I  give  unto  my 
grandfon,HansStanfley,  one  hundred  pounds, 
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and  to  John  Roberts,  of  Lincoln’s-Inn,  Efq* 
fifty  pounds.  Item ,  I  give  unto  my  nephew, 
William  Sloan,  Efq*  fifty  pounds.  Item,  I 
give  and  bequeath  unto  Henry  Darling¬ 
ton  and  Martha  Katling,  my  fervants,  ten 
pounds  per  annum  each,  during  their  natu¬ 
ral  lives*  and  to  all  my  domeftic  fervants 
who  fhall  be  in  my  fervice  at  the  time  of  my 
death,  one  full  years  wages  over  and  above 
fuch  wages  as  fhall  be  then  due  to  them  refpec- 
tively,  and  five  pounds  each  to  buy  them 
mourning.  Item,  I  will  that  my  debts,  le¬ 
gacies,  and  funeral  expences,  fhall  be  firffc 
paid  and  dilcharged  out  of  my  perfonal 
eftate  if  that  fhall  be  fufiicient,  if  not,  then 
I  will  that  my  real  eftate  fhall  come  in  aid 
thereof,  and  be  charged  with  the  fame*  and 
I  hereby  devife  and  bequeath  all  that  my  ma¬ 
nor  of  Chelfea,  in  the  county  of  Middlefex, 
with  its  rights,  members,  and  appurtenances  * 
and  alfo  all  my  meffuages,  lands,  tenements, 
and  hereditaments  in  Chelfea  aforefaid,  and 
elfewhere  in  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain, 
and  all  other  my  eftates  of  inheritance  and 
perfonal  whatfoever  *  together  with  the  refi- 
due  of  my  perfonal  eftates  abovementioned, 
unto  my  aforefaid  executors,  upon  the  tr ufts 
following*  that  is  to  fay,  as  to  one  third  part, 
the  whole  in  three  equal  parts,  to  be  divided 
of  the  faid  manor  of  Chelfea,  in  the  county 
of  Middlefex,  with  its  rights,  members  and

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appurtenances;  and  alfo  one  third  part  of  all 
my  mdfuages,  lands,  tenements,  and  here-*- 
ditaments  in  Chelfea  aforefaid  and  elfewhere 
in  the  county  of  Middlefex,  to  the  ufe  of  my 
eldeft  daughter  Mrs.  Stanley  and  her  affigns, 
for  and  during  the  term  of  ninety  and  nine 
years,  if  the  fhall  fo  long  live;  and  from  and 
after  the  end  or  fooner  determination  of  that 
eftate,  then  to  the  ufe  of  the  faid  Charles 
Lord  Cadogan,  William  Sloane,  and  Sloane 
Elfmere  and  their  heirs,  during  the  natural 
life  of  my  faid  daughter  Stanley,  in  truft  to 
preferve  and  fupport  the  contingent  ufes  and 
eftates  herein  after  limited  from  being  de~ 
ftroyed  and  defeated,  and  for  that  purpofe  to 
make  entries  and  bring  actions,  as  the  cafe 
fhall  require ;  but,  neverthelefs,  to  fuffer  and 
permit  her,  my  faid  daughter,  Stanley,  or 
her  affigns,  during  her  life,  to  receive  and 
to  take  the  profits  and  rents  thereof  to  and 
for  her,  or  their  own  ufe  and  benefit,  and 
from  and  after  her  deceafe,  then  to  the  ufe 
of  her  two  daughters,  and  their  lawful  ififue, 
fhare  and  fhare  alike,  provided  always  that 
fuch  daughters,  if  they  marry,  *  it  fhall  be 
with  the  confent  .and  approbation  of  their 
mother  or  guardian;  and  if  they  do  not 
marry  with  fuch  confent  or  approbation,  then 
my  Will  is,  that  fuch  ffiare  or  {hares  fhall  go 
to  the  other  fifter;  and  as  to  the  other  two 
thirds  of  the  fame  manor,  mefiuages,  lands,

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tenements,  hereditaments  and  premises  St 
Chelfea  aforefaid*  to  the  ufe  of  my  youngeft 
daughter,  Lady  Cadogan,  (now  wife  of 
Lord  Cadogan,  and  her  affigns,  for  and  dur¬ 
ing  the  term  of  ninety  and  nine  years,  if  fhe 
fhall  fo  long  live  y  and  from  and  after  the  end 
or  fooner  determination  of  that  eftate,  then 
to  the  ufe  of  Charles  Lord  Cadogan,  Wil¬ 
liam  Sloane,  and  Sloan  Elfmere  and  their 
heirs,  during  the  natural  life  of  my  faid 
daughter,  lady  Cadogan,  in  tmft  to  fupport 
and  preferve  the  contingent  ufes  and  eftates 
herein  after  limited  from  being  defeated  and 
deftroyed,  and  for  that  purpofe  to  make  en¬ 
tries  and  bring  actions  as  the  cafe  fhall  re¬ 
quire  ;  but,  neverthelefs,  to  permit  her,  my 
faid  daughter ,  Lady  Cadogan,  and  her  al- 
figns,  during  her  natural  life,  to  receive  and 
take  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  and  for 
her,  and  their  own  ufe  and  benefit;  and  from 
and  after  her  deceafe,  then  to  the  ufe  of  the 
heirs  of  her  body  lawfully  iffuing  :  and  in 
cafe  either  of  my  daughters  fhall  die  without 
iflue,  then  as  to  the  fhare  of  her  fo  dying 
without  ifiue,  to  the  ufe  of  the  furvivor  of 
them  my  faid  two  daughters  or  her  affigns, 
for  and  during  the  term  of  ninety  and  nine 
years,  if  fhe  fhall  fo  long  live,  and  from  and 
after  the  end  or  fooner  determination  of  that 
eftate,  then  to  the  ufe  of  the  faid  Charles 
Lord  Cadogan,  William  Sloane  and  Sloane 
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fupport  and  preferve  the  contingent  ufes 
and  eflates  herein  after  limited  and  ap¬ 
pointed  from  being  defeated  or  deflroyed, 
and  for  that  purpofe  to  make  entries  and 
bring  actions  as  the  cafe  fhall  require ;  hut, 
neverthelefs,  to  permit  or  fuffer  fuch  my 
faid  furviving  daughter,  or  her  affigns,  dur¬ 
ing  her  life,  to  receive  and  take  the  rents 
and  profits  - thereof  to  and  for  her  or  their 
own  ufe  or  benefit;  and  from  and  after 
the  deceafe  of  my  daughter  Stanley,  if  fhe 
furvives  her  filler  Cadogan,  then  to  the  ufe 
of  her  two  daughters  and  their  heirs  lawfully 
ilTuing ;  and  for  default  of  all  fuch  iffue  of 
both  my  faid  daughters,  then,  as  to  the 
whole  of  the  faid  manor,  meffuages,  lands, 
tenements  and  premiffes  at  Chelfea  afore- 
faid,  to  the  ufe  of  my  nephew  William 
Sloane  and  his  affigns  for  and  during  the 
term  of  ninety  and  nine  years,  if  he  fhall 
fo  long  live :  And  from  and  after  the  end 
or  other  fooner  determination  of  that  eflate, 
then  to  the  ufe  of  the  faid  Charles  Lord 
Cadogan,  William  Sloane,  and  Sloane  Elf- 
mere,  during  the  natural  life  of  my  faid 
nephew  William  Sloane  inf  trull,  to  fupport 
and  preferve  the  contingent  ufes,  herein  after 
limited,  from  being  defeated  and  deflroyed  ;

then  to  the  ufe  of  the  faid  Charles  Lord  Ca- 
dogan,  William  Sloane,  and  Sloane  Elfmere, 
during  the  natural  life  of  my  faid  niece 
Fowler,  in  truft,  to  preferve  and  fupport 
the  contingent  ufes  and  eftates,  herein  after 
limited,  from  being  defeated  and  deftroyed  $ 
and,  for  that  purpofe,  to  make  entries  and 
bring  actions  as  the  cafe  fhall  require :

ter  Stanley’s  portion,  and  all  my  debts  and 
legacies,  that  then  my  truftees  and  execu¬ 
tors  before-named,  and  the  furvivor  or  fur- 
vivors  of  them  his  executors  or  adminiftra- 
tors,  fhall,  in  the  firft  place,  receive  and 
take  all  the  rents  and  profits  of  my  faid 
eftate  at  Chelfea  for  fo  long  time  and  until 
they  (hall  thereout  have  received  a  fufficient 
fum  for  the  payment  of  what  (hall  then  re¬ 
main  to  be  paid  and  which  they  are  to  pay 
and  fatisfy  with  all  convenient  fpeed  from 
and  after  my  deceafe :  But,  if  any  overplus 
fhall  remain  after  the  fale  of  my  perfonal 
eftates  and  the  payment  of  my  .daughter 
Stanley’s  portion,  debts  and  legacies,  that 
then  my  Will  and  Mind  is,  that  fuch  over¬ 
plus  and  remainder  fhall  be  divided  between 
my  faid  twp  daughters  (hare  and  (hare  alike; 
neverthelefs,  I  will  that  fuch  (hare  or  part 
as  comes  to  my  daughter  Cadogan ,  fhall  not 
be  paid  till  fuch  farther  proportional  jointure 
and  fettlements  are  made  as  are  mentioned 
in  the  deeds  or  fettlements  on  the  marriage 
of  my  daughter  Cadogan  as  near  as  the  cir^ 
cumftances  of  the  eftates  of  the  Lord  Car* 
dogan  will  permit :  And  in  cafe  no  fuch  fet- 
tlement  can  be  made,  then  fuch  part  cr 
flaare  to  be  in  truft  to  buy  lands  to  be 
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fettled  to  the  fame  purpofes,  as  •  is  above^ 
directed,  concerning  the  two  thirds  of  the 
manor  of  Chelfea  coming  to  her  by  this  my 
Will,  at  the  fame  time  that  I  thus  leave  to 
my  daughters,  relations  and  friends  what  I 
have,  I  earnefily  recommend  to  them  the 
pra&ice  of  moral  and  re  igious  duties, 
as  being  of  greater  ufe  to  them  than  any 
thing  I  can  leave  them,  not  only  in  the  life 
to  come,  but  even  in  this,  by  helping  them 
through  the  difficulties  of  it,  with  more  in¬ 
ward  quiet,  fatisfadtion  and  better  health 
than  otherways,  and  with  the  efteem  and 
refpedt  of  their  friends  and  acquaintance. 
Itemy  my  Will  is,  and  I  hereby  declare 
my  mind  to  be,  that  it  fhall  and  may  be 
lawful  to  and  for  my  faid  daughters,  or 
any  other  perfon  or  perfons,  who  fhall  be 
in  adtual  poffeffion  of  my  faid  eftate,  by 
virtue  of  the  limitations  of  this  my  Will, 
before  expreffed,  from  time  to  time,  by  any 
deed  or  writing  under  his  or  their  hands 
and  feals  to  devife,  lett  or  leafe,  all  or  any 
part  of  the  faid  premiffes,  or  elfewhere  in 
the  county  of  Middlefex,  or  any  part  there¬ 
of,  to  any  perfon  or  perfons,  for  any  term 
or  terms  of  years,  not  exceeding  one  and 
twenty  to  take  effedl  in  poffeffion,  not  in  re- 
verfion,  referving  the  fame  to  fuch  yearly 
rents  which  can  be  reafonably  got  for  the 
fame  •  and  may  likewife  leafe  or  devife  any 
:  •  w  part 
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part  of  the  faid  premiiTes  to  build  upon  for 
any  term  or  number  of  years,  not  exceeding 
fixiy  and  one,  tp  be  computed  from  the^ 
time  of  making  fuch  leafe  or  leafes,  fo  at  the 
time  of  making  fuch  leafe  or  leafes  the  beft 
yearly  rent  be  referred,  which  can  or  may 
be  reafonably  got  for  the  fame.  Item,  my 
Will  is,  and  I  dp  hereby  confirm  all  leafes 
or  deeds  made  by  me,  concerning  my  eftate 
at  Chelfea  pr  elfe where.  Item ,  I  defire  his 
grace  the  duke  of  Richmond  to  accept  of 
fuch  live  rare  animals  as  I  may  have  at 
the  time  of  my  deceafe  \  and  I  will  and  ap¬ 
point  that  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  my  faid  ex¬ 
ecutors  to  fatisfy  themfelves  from  time  to 
time  out  of  the  eftates  hereby  to  them  de- 
vifed,  all  fuch  cofts  and  expences  as  they 
fhall  or  may  be  put  unto  in  the  execution  of 
any  or  all  the  faid  trufts  hereby  in  them  re- 
pofedj  and  I  do  hereby  declare,  that  my 
laid  executors  and  truftees  fhall  not  be 
chargeable  with  any  more  monies  than  they 
fhall  actually  receive,  nor  for  the  lofs  of  any' 
monies  that  fhall  happen,  without  their  wil¬ 
ful  default,  and  fhall  not  be  anfwerable  the 
one  for  the  ads  of  the  other  of  them.  In

A  codicil  to  be  annexed ,  and  taken 
as  fart  of  my  Will \ 


T  Give  and  devife  unto  James  Empfon, 
over  and  above  the  legacy  left  him  by 
any  former  codicil,  the  fum  of  ten  pounds, 
for  and  during  his  natural  life  \  and  like- 
wife  the  porphyry  veflels  which  I  ufed  to 
make  my  medicine  for  the  eyes  in,  together 
,  with  all  my  drugs  and  bottles  in  the  fhagrine 
cafe,  and  alfo  thofe  which  I  have  made  ufe 
of  in  my  private  praftice  to  the  poor:  and 
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for  as  much  as  he  may  be  of  great  ufe  to

And  whereas  I  have  by  my  Will,  or  for¬ 
mer  codicils,  given  unto  Martha  Katling  and 
Henry  Darlington,  my  fervants,  ten  pounds 
a  year  for  and  during  their  refpeCtive  lives, 
I  do  hereby  give  to  them  inilead  thereof  the 
fum  of  twenty  pounds  a-piece  for  and  dur¬ 
ing  their  refpeCtive  lives :  and  whereas  I  have 
given  unto  James  Empfon  the  fum  of  ten 
pounds  for  his  life,  I  do  hereby  give  and 
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devife  uhto  him  the  fum  of  tv/enty  pounds? 
inftead  thereof,  for  and  during  his  life,  and 
do  hereby  charge  all  my  lands,  tenements* 
and  hereditaments,  with  the  payment  of  the 
laid  feveral  annuities  or  yearly  payments,  the

T  Sir  Hans  Sloane  of  Chelfea,  in  the  county 
of  Middlefex,  Baronet,  do  drake  this 
codicil  to  be  annexed  to  my  laft  will  and  te- 
ftament  as  follows.  Whereas  I  have  in  and 
by  my  faid  Will  given  fome  directions  about 
the  fale  and  difpoiition  of  my  mufeum,  or 
collection  of  rarities  herein  more  particularly 
mentioned.  Now  I  do  hereby  revoke  my 
faid  Will  as  far  as  relates  thereto,  and  I  do 
direCt  and  appoint  concerning  the  fame  in  the 
following  Manner.  Having  had  from  my 
youth  a  ftrong  inclination  to  the  ftudy  of

works  of  nature,  I  do  Will  and  defire  that

But  I  mean  all  my  library  of  books,  drawings, 
manufcripts,  prints,  medals  and  coins,  an- 
tient  and  modern,  antiquities,  feals,  &c.  ca- 
meas  and  intaglios,  &c.  precious  {tones, 
agates,  jafpers,  &c.  veiTels,  &c.  of  agate 
jafper,  &c.  chryftals,  mathematical  inftru- 
ments,  drawings  and  pictures,  and  all  other 
things  in  my  faid  collection  or  mufeum, 
which  are  more  particularly  defcribed,  men¬ 
tioned  and  numbered,  with  fhort  hiftories 
or  accounts  of  them,  with  proper  references 
in  certain  catalogues  by  me  made,  contain¬ 
ing  thirty-eight  volumes  in  folio,  and  eight 
volumes  in  quarto,  except  fuch  framed  pic¬ 
tures  as  are  not  marked  with  the  word  (col¬ 
lection)  to  have  and  to  hold  to  them  and 
their  fucceflors  or  affigns  for  ever  5  to  the  in¬ 
tent  only  that  the  fame  and  every  part  and 
parcel  of  my  faid  collection  or  mufseum  may

defaults,  negleCts,  or  mifmanagements  that 
may  happen  to  arife  therein,  or  touching  or 
concerning  the  perfon  or  perfons,  officer  or 
officers  that  are  or  fhall  be  appointed  to  at¬ 
tend  the  fime.  ,  And  my  will  is,  and  I 
do  hereby  requeft  and  defire,  that  the  faid 
truflees,  or  any  feven  or  more  of  them 
do  make  their  humble  application  to 
his  majefiy  or  to  parliament,  at  the  next  fef- 
fions  after  my  deceafe,  as  fhall  be  thought 
moft  proper,  in  order  to  pay  the  full  and 
clear  fum  of  twenty  thoufand  pounds  of 
lawful  money  of  Great-Britain,  unto  my  ex¬ 
ecutors  or  the  furvivors  of  them,  within 
twelve  months  after  my  deceafe,  in  confide- 
ration  of  the  faid  collection  or  mufaeum :  It 
not  being,  as  I  apprehend  or  believe,  a  fourth 
of  their  real  and  intrinfic  value ;  and  alfo  to 
obtain  fuch  fufficient  and  effectual  powers 
and  authorities,  for  veiling  in  the  faid  truflees 
all  and  eveiy  part  of  my  faid  collection  or 
mufaeum  before  mentioned  in  all  its  branches; 
and  alfo  my  faid  capi  tal  manor  houfe,  with 
fuch  gardens  and  out-houfes  as  fhall  there¬ 
unto  belong,  and  be  ufed  by  me  at  the  time 
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pf  my  deceafe,  in  which  it  is  my  defire  the 
fame  fhall  be  kept  and  preferved;  and  alfo 
the  water  of,  or  belonging  to  my  manor  of 
Chelfea  coming  from  Kenfington,  fubjeCtto 
furnifhing  or  fupplying  the  Lord  Bifhop  of 
Wincheftef  $  houfe  as  is  now  ufed ;  and  alfo 
all  that  the  advowfon  or  presentation  or  right 
of  patronage  of  the  church  of  Chelfea:  To 
the  end,  the  fame  premiffes  may  be  abfo- 
lutely  vefted  in  the  faid  truftees,  for  prefer- 
ving  and  continuing  my  faid  collection  or 
mufaeum  in  fuch  manner  as  they  fhall  think 
moil  likely  to  anfwer  the  public  benefit  by 
me  intended;  and  alfo  obtain  as  aforefaid,  a 
fufficientfund  or  provifion,  for  maintaining 
and  taking  care  of  my  faid  collection  and  pre- 
mifles,  and  for  repairing  and  fupporting  my 
faid  manor  houfe,  water-work  and  premiffes, 
to  be  vefted  in  the  faid  truftees  for  ever: 
And  I  do  hereby  further  direct  and  appoint, 
that  my  executors  do  and  fhall,  upon  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  faid  fum  of  twenty  thoufand 
pounds,  deliver  or  caufe  to  be  delivered  unto 
the  faid  truftees,  pr  any  feven  or  more  of 
them,  for,  and  in  the  name  of  all  of  them, 
in  the  prefence  of  the  vifitors,  or  any  five 
or  more  of  them,  as  well  the  poffeffion  of 
my  .  faid  manor  houfe  and  .  gardens  at  Chelfea 
aforefaid,  as  alfo  all  my  collection  or  mufaeum 
before  mentioned  and  deferibed,  and  every 
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part  thereof  ip  all  its  branches,  whole  and 
intire,  as  the  fame  lhall  be  found  in  my  faid 
manor  houfe,  according  to  the  faid  cata¬ 
logues,  and  together  with  the  feveral  volumes 
of  catalogues  thereunto  belonging.  An£ 
further,  rny  will  is,  and  I  do  hereby  alfo  dir- 
red:  and  appoint,  _  that  in  cafe  his  majelty  or 
the  parliament  do  accept  the  faid  offer,  and  do 
pay  the  faid  fum  of  twenty  thoufand  pounds 
unto  my  executors  or  the  furyivor  of  them, 
that  then  my  faid  executors  do,  within  fix 
months  after  fuch  payment  as  aforemen¬ 
tioned,  and  obtaining  proper  powers  for  ef¬ 
fectually  veiling  in  the  faid  trultees  all  my 
faid  colledion,  and  my  faid  capital  houfe  and 
gardens,  with  their  appurtenances,  water  and 
advowfon,  prefentation  or  right  of  patronage 
of  die  church  of  Chelfea  as  aforefaid  :  to- 
gether  with  my  heir  or  heirs  at  law,  and  all 
other  proper  parties,  do  and  (hall  join  in  and 
execute  fuch  acts,  deed,  or  conveyances,  as 
fhall  be  thought  requifite  and  neceffary  for 
the  more  perfect  and  abfolute  veiling,  con¬ 
veying,  and  alluring  the  faid  premiffes  in, 
and  to  the  faid  trultees  and  their  affigns  or 
focceffors  for  ever,  for  the  ufes  j  intents  and 
purpofes  herein  mentioned  and  intended. 

And  my  Will  is,  and  I  do  hereby  im~ 
power  and  dired,  that  the  faid  trultees,  or 
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any  feven  or  more  of  them,  do  and  fhall,  in 
convenient  time  after  payment  of  the  faid 
fum  of  twenty  thoufand  pounds  unto  my 
laid  executors,  or  the  furvivors  of  them  as 
aforefaid,  meet  together  from  time  to  time, 
as  often  as  fhall  be  thought  fit,  and  there 
make,  conflitute  and  eflablifh  (to  be  after¬ 
wards  ratifyed  and  approved  by  the  vifitors 
hereby  appointed,  or  any  five  or  more  of 
them)  fuch^ftatutes,  rules,  and  ordinances, 
and  to  make  and  appoint  fuch  officers  and 
fervants  for  the  attending,  managing,  pre¬ 
fer  ving,  and  continuing  of  my  faid  mufaeum, 
or  collection  and  premifles,  for  ever,  with 
fuch  falaries,  payments,  or  allowances  to 
them  refpedively,  as  fhall  feem  meet  and 
neceffary* 

And  further,  my  Will  is,  and  I  do  hereby 
order  and  direCt,  that  in  cafe  any  difference 
or  difpute  fhall  happen  to  arife  by  or  between 
the  faid  truftees  touching  the  faid  premifles, 
which  cannot  be  adjufted  or  fettled  among 
themfelves,  then  and  in  fuch  cafe,  and  as 
often  as  the  fame  fhall  happen,  the  vifitors 
hereby  appointed,  or  any  five  or  more  of 
them,  fhall  and  are  hereby  authorized  and 
impowered,  to  hear  and  determine  in  the 
raoft  fummary  way,  fuch  difference  or  dif- 
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pute,  whofe  order  or  determination  fhall  be 
final. 

And  it  is  alfo  my  Will  and  defire,  that  all 
fuch  other  powers  and  authorities  may  be 
added  or  veiled,  as  well  in  the  faid  intended 
truftees,  as  in  the  vifitors  hereby  appointed, 
as  fhall  by  the  legiflature  be  thought  moft 
proper  and  convenient,  for  the  better  manage¬ 
ment,  order,  and  care  of  my  faid  collection 
and  premiffes. 

And  further,  it  is  my  Will,  and  I  do 
hereby  declare  and  diredt,  that  the  faid  ad- 
vowfon,  prefentation,  and  right  of  patronage 
of  the  church  of  Cheifea,  fhall  be  filled  up 
from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  the  fame  fhall 
become  vacant,  by  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  as 
the  truftees  hereby  appointed,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  fhall  eleCt,  prefent,  nominate, 
or  appoint.

obtaining  payment  of  the  faid  fum  of  twenty 
thoufand  pounds  as  aforefaid,  and  for  fettling 
and  affuring  the  faid  mufaeum  or  collec¬ 
tion  and  premises,  manor-houfe  and  garden, 
with  their  appurtenances,  water,  and  ad- 
vowfon,  upon  the  truftees  hereby  appointed, 
and  for  making  a  provifion  or  fund  for 
maintaining  and  fupporting  the  fame  for 
ever,  as  before  mentioned :  And  in  order 
that  there  may  be  always  a  fufficient  num¬ 
ber  of  truftees  fubfifting  as  far  as  may  be, 
my  will  is,  and  I  do  hereby  direct  and  de- 
fire,  that  within  convenient  time  .after  the 
deceafe  of  any  feven  of  the  faid  truftees 
herein  before  particularly  named,  or  any 
other  feven  of  the  truftees  for  the  time 
being,  or  any  lefs  number,  if  they  fo  pleafe, 
then  and  in  fuch  cafe,  and  fo  often  as  the 
fame  fhall  happen,  the  furvivors  of  fuch 
truftees,  or  any  feven  or  more  of  them, 
fhall  and  may  at  their  meetings  proceed  to 
the  election  or  choice  of  fuch  other  perfon 
or  perfons  as  they  fhall  think  fit  to  be 
truftees,  in  the  room  of  fuch  of  them  as 
fhall  happen  fo  to  die ;  and  the  perfon 
or  perfons  fo  eledted  and  chofen,  fhall  be

And  my  will  alfo  is,  and  I  do  direCt, 
that  (for  continuing  a  fufficient  number  of 
vifitors)  upon  or  after  the  deceafe  of  any 
five  of  the  vifitors  herein  before  particularly 
named,  or  any  five  of  the  vifitors  for  the  time 
being,  or  of  any  lefs  number  if  they  fo  pleafe, 
that  then  and  in  fuch  cafe,  and  fo  often  as 
the  fame  fhall  happen,  the  furvivors  of  fuch 
vifitors,  or  any  five  or  more  of  them,  fhall 
and  may  eleCt  and  chufe  fuch  other  perfon 
or  perfons  as  they  fhall  think  fit,  provided 
they  be  not  truftees  in  the  room  of  fuch

And  I  do  hereby  declare,  that  it  is  my 
defire  and  intention,  that  my  faid  mufaeum  or 
collection  be  preferved  and  kept  in  my  faid 
manfion-houfe  at  Chelfea  aforefaid,  by  the  faid 
truftees  and  vifitors,  and  that  the  fame  may.

may  be  rendered  as  ufeful  as  pofiible,  as

ecutors,  adminiftrators,  and  affigns,  in  truft 
for  the  foie  and  feparate  ufe,  benefit,  and 
behoof  of  my  daughter  the  lady  Cadogan, 
and  for  the  ufe  of  ft\ch  perfon  or  perfons, 
and  in  fuch  manner  and  form,  and  for 
fuch  eftate  or  eftates,  as  (he  by  any  deed,  or 
by  her  laft  will,  or  by  any  writing  purporting 
to  be  a  will,  figned  by  her,  and  attefted  by 
three  witneffes,  fhall  direct,  order,  limit,  or 
appoint;  and  for  want  of  fuch  appointment, 
order  or  direction,  in  truft  for  and  to  the 
ufe  of  her  heirs,  executors,  adminiftrators^ 
and  affipns  for  ever*
